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Has Cook Heady R Ruled the Governor Out? 


We can imagine that for Atty. Gen. 
Eugene Cook the glad New Year, and the 


start of the second half of the century, 


was not as happy as it might have been.

precedent having been set, he requests of 
the Attorney General that he rule as to 
the eligibility of both spaueat and Gov. 
Talmadge. 


Late Monday it appeared that Atty. 
Gen. Cook had, indeed, already ruled that 
Gov. Talmadge is not eligible. An enter- 
prising Associated Press reporter, Charles 
F. Barrett, recalled writing a story in 1948. 
He looked it up. In May, 1948, Atty. Gen. 
Cook released an unofficial ruling that the 
winner of the 1948 Georgia election would 
not be eligible to run again in 1950. Gov. 
Talmadge won in 1948. The Governor is 
‘not bound, of course, by the opinion. But 
distovery of the 1948 opinion is close to the 
sensational in our State political picture. 

All we:know about it is what we read. 
But the inescapable fact is that former 
Gov. Arnall has put fresh wood on the 
fire beneath the political pat.

Constitutional Board Is the Only Solution 


The big reason Georgia needs a reor- 
ganized Highway Department is to pro- 
vide a continuing, long-range highway- 
building program that will meet the needs 
of the people rather than. serve the in- 
terests of political leaders. | 

It is impossible to have such a pro- 
gram under the present setup. 

Experience has shown that as long as 
the present so-called highway system pre- 
vails Georgia will continue to get perhaps 
60 cents worth of highway building and 
maintenance for every dollar spent. That 
is not primarily the fault of the various 
chief executives. It is the fault of the. 
system which concentrates political pres- 
sures into highway building ‘and mainte- 
nance. 

Both Gov. Talmadge and Sen. Knox 
Gholston have devised plans to remedy 
the situation. Fundamentally, there is 
little difference between the two plans. 
Either, if enacted into a constitutional 
amendment, would provide the answer. 
Gov. Talmadge thinks the Governor ought 
to name the Highway Board, subject to 
approval by the Senate. Sen. Gholston 
wants the General Assembly to elect the 
Board. . Gov. Talmadge ‘would provide 
rigid allocation by formula of only 80 per- 
cent of secondary road funds. Sen. Ghol- 
ston wants all secondary road funds allo- 
cated by formula. Both would have stag- 
gered terms for Board members, overlap- 
ping the terms of Governors. 

South Carolina has got along fine by 
allocating all secondary road funds by 
strict strict formula. We can see, though, 
that times would arise when rigid alloca-

tion of all funds would impose hardship. 

As for the method of appointment, 
either would be an improvement over the 
present plan. Either gubernatorial ap- 
pointment or election by the General As- 
sembly would curtail political manipla- 
tion. Neither plan would eliminate poli- 
tics from road building altogether. Poli- 
tics is going to be in government until 
men become angels. Then there will be 
no need for highways. 

But the crux of the situation hinges on 
a constitutional Board. Sen. Gholston now 
admits he does not have enough support 
to get the necessary two-thirds vote in 


the Legislature: to submit the proposed 
amendment to the people. Gov. Talmadge 


probably can swing it in the House, but it 
is doubtful that he can do so in the Senate. 

Unless highway reorganization is based 
upon a-constitutional amendment Georgia 


will be little, if any, better off. A statu- 


tory setup can be changed by any new 
administration which controls the Legis- 
lature. Usually the incoming: Governor 
does have such. control. 

- Political realities being what they are, 


unless the Governor and the Senator get*: 


together there is not much chance of a 
constitutional Highway Board proposal 
passing the General Assembly this year. 
If they can, and will, get together Georgia 
can be assured of an early end to the mess 


that has been made of road building in | 


the State for the past two decades. 

Because the plans are so much alike, a 
compromise will not call for grave or fun- 
damental concessions from either side. Is 
it too much’ to ask that this be done? 


Will Oleo Fight Succeed This Time?

WASHINGTON—When the Eighty-first Congress reconvenes, the Senate almost immediately is 
scheduled to begin consideration of a bill to repeal the 63-year-old antimargarine laws. The repeal 
bill, already passed by the House of Representatives and approved by the Senate Finance Commit- 
ittee, is extremely important because a real principle is involved. 


The first antimargarine laws were enacted in 
1886 when many persons believed that margarine 
was not a good food. Today, scientific tests have 

that margarine is as nutritious as butter: 
The persons who are fighting to maintain the 
unfair and discriminatory antimargarine laws 
really are trying to injure butter’s competitor. 
Most of them are well aware that the. arguments 
used to support their views are illogical and in 
some instances farcial. Most of the people 
realize this fact also. 

The principal argument of the butter forces is 
directed to the color issue. They want to ban 
yellow margarine, claiming that butter has some 
sort of copyright or trade mark on that color. 


They ignore the fact that much butter 
also is artificially colored. Many persons 
are not aware of the fact that butter has the 
rich golden hue associated with the product 
only in the Spring and Summer months 
when cows are feeding on grass rich in vita- 
min A. Consequently, te give it the color 
the consumér wants, the butter-makers use 
artificial coloring—just as the margarine- 
makers use.artificial coloring. 


However, there are two essential differences. 


Colored margarine must state that fact on the, 


label of the package; butter-makers are not re- 
quired by law to state that their product is 
artificially colored and that fact is withheld. 
Furthermore, all margarine has 15,000 units. of 
vitamin A added to it. The vitamin A content 
of butter varies. The naturally yellow butter 
is rich in vitamin A content, while the white 
butter. produced during the Fall and Winter 
months is low in vitamin A content. 
In assailing yellow margarine, the butter labby 
completely ignores the fact that imitation is the 
very heart of our competitive system. Thousands

in color, design, shape and use.

A short time ago a pilot in. North a 
and various amateur astronomers in various 
parts of the Southeast claimed that they saw

one evening as they watched, and they insisted that it was not 
the planet. Venus, which attained an extraordinary brightness 
that night. — 

They are merely new additions to a seule number of. persons 
who have stifled their credulity with logic and who believe the 
flying saucers, about which so-much has been written, are real, 

They are stiff-necked ahput scoffers. 

Sure, they know that at the year 1,000 ‘there were said to be 
portents in the sky and that for centuries persons have believed in 
ghosts, spirits, witches and specially designed comets and the like. - 

» But, they say, the “saucers” are different. 


r i These persons who have come to believe in the saucers 
@Ct$S claim to have facts. They do have a certain logic, but 
logic is not, of course, an exact science. 

True Magazine, displaying a bit of enterprise which will not 
harm its circulation one whit, is out with a pro-flying saucer article 
—a seriously written one. It asks this pertinent question about 
the Army Air Force project of investigation into the reports of 
flying saucers: “If all the flying saucers are bunk, what is ‘Project 
Saucer’ doing? Why wasn’t this costly unit closed ‘long. ago?” (This 
project was abandoned last week, with.the Air Force reporting it 
could find no evidence to substantiate flying saucer tales.) 


A ticle In the January issue, Donald E. Keyhoe makes these 
r conclusions: 

‘1. For at least 175 years, beings of superior intelligence from 
another planet have conducted a systematic, close-range examination 
of the planet Earth. 

2. The vehicles used for this study have been seen and loosely 
labeled as flying saucers. Actually, they can be classified as 
follows: 

Type 1—A small, non- -pilot-carrying, disk-shaped aircraft <ninoe* 
with some form of television or impulse transmitter. 
very large (up to 250 feet in diameter), metallic, disk cane a a 
craft operating on the helicopter principle. Type 3—A dirigible- 
shaped, wingless aircraft which, in the Earth’s atmosphere, operates 
in conformance with the Prandtl theory of lift. 

3. The frequency with which these observations within the 
Earth’s atmosphere have been made has increased noticeably in 
the last two years. 

4, The known pattern of observation by “flying disks” varies 
in no important particular from well-developed American plans for 
the exploration of space expected to come to fruition within the 
next 50 years. 

Keyhoe takes this general plan of United States scientists to 
explore the outer spaces as a basis of what probably has happened 
on another planet. Ours have been saying they expect to be ready 
with a space ship in about 50 years. Therefore, Keyhoe argues, 
the flying saucers of today are either from some country on Earth, 
or from another planet. He more or less rejects the first theory 
since it would mean some other nation was incredibly ahead of the 
most advanced industrial and scientific nation on earth. He points 
out our space-thinking scientists plan for their beginning a craft 
which would circle the Earth about 500 miles out. After such tests 
the scientists would be ready to produce other ships, improved by 
experiments with the first, which would be able to fly close to, 
or even land, on other planets, akHhough a third or fourth develop- 
ment might be necessary for an actual landing. 


Also He argues further, that before such a landing could be 

-made it would be necessary for us to spend a long period 
of time flying close to the other planet, taking pictures and sending 
back myriad photographs and maps by television. That, he thinks, 
is what “they” have been doing to us for many years, with a speed- 
up in the last few seasons. 

Many decades might be required to examine a planet and to 
prepare for a landing. He points out that Columbus discovéred 
America im'1492, but that 116 years passed before Jamestown was 
established 

Keyhoe takes the many reports and produces a number of them 
which record sighted discs or saucers which reports, he says,, have 
not been denied or upset. 


Sli ht Some involve pilots who sighted these objects and sought 
GAC +, follow them, particularly Capt. Thomas F.:Mantell, 

who on Jan, 7; 1948, sighted, alotig- with others, a flying dise near 
Fort Knox. It was hovering over the field and viving off, reports 
said, a reddish glow. Col. Guy F. Hix, commanding officer, made 
radio contact with a flight of three F-5ls in the neighborhood. 
Captain Mantell, leader of the group, radioed shortly afterward 
they had made contact. He said, “I am closing in now to have a 
good look. It’s directly ahead of me and moving at about half my 
speed. The thing looks metallic and it’s tremendous in size.” 


Death However, the thing apparently speeded up, as if testing the 


maximum speed of Earth-built craft. The other two pilots 


lost Mantell and the strange disc in broken clouds and. landed. 
Mantell reported once more. He said he could not gain and 
planned to break off the chase at 20,000 feet. His body and wrecked 
plane were found later near Fort Knox. Keyhoe says it could have 
been no Earth-made aircraft nor could it have been a star, since 
no trained experienced pilot, as was Mantell and the others, could 
confuse, for long, at least, a star with another object. He builds 
up his case with great skill. In conclusion, Keyhoe takes our own 
United States scientific plans for space craft and reverses them in 
terms of anothér planet, to explain what he thinks the flying 
saucers to be and why, as follows: 

1. World-wide exploration, followed by concentration on the 
United States as the most advanced ‘nation. 

2. The numerous small disks sighted at first are believed to 
have been remote-control observers. 

3. ese were followed by larger discs after the first -outran 
our planes. 

In closing he asks, as aforementioned, if the reports are bunk 
why did the Air Force keep “Project Saucer” going for two years, 
failing to give out a detailed report of its findings when the project 
finally was abandoned? 

And—it was only a short while ago atomic bombs were confined 
to the comic books and were laughed at as impossible.

He had with him on that day 10 guns, and of 
this 10 he sent one te Allatoona Creek, and 
posted the nine left to the south of the town, 
Nothing other than regular ammunition was used 
by any of these guns. (See my article in The 
Constitution of Oct. 8, 1939.)

‘Veterans with their wives, babies, pets 
) and musical instruments are moving their 
belongings into the Holmes Street Apartments these days, 
and I hope, along with a lot of other people, they will es- 
tablish the kind of households the project deserves. 

I hope the windows will shine behind starched white ruffled 
certaing, | that the furnishings will be strong and cheerful, and that 
there will be room for books and toys and company. I hope the 
‘stoves will sing with polished pots used often by brides who know 
that as someone else has said. ‘No man ever sought a divorce on 
the grounds that his wife was a good cook.” 

The conception of the Holmes Street project, and its wonderful 
restrictive clause—“limited to folks who understand the Sermon on 
the Mount, believe in the Ten Commandmefts and practice the 
Golden Rule,” has won nation-wide applause, and warmed many a 
hardening heart since it was revealed a couple of weeks ago by Dr. 
Alfred Weinstein, Julian Boehm, and their associates. 

They have had many letters from builders and promoters in oth- 
er parts of America, asking them for the name of their architect, 
something about their specifications, plans, and telling them they 
wanted to do the same thing. ‘ 

“It has given us such a thrill,” Dr. Weinstein says, “to 
know how many allies we have. You know, you sometimes 
begin to think everybody is stupid, sluggish, slow, selfish, and 
what the hell...” 

The good doctor doesn’t tarry long with such destructive reflec- 
tions. Not satisfied with merely providing low-cost shelter and wel- 
come for his brothers who likewise bear the scars of war, his brain 
has been busily beating out other plans for an ample life for them 
all. 

He hopes for their happiness and contentment. To help assure 
it, he and the management have made room for a mifiister of the 
Congregational Church as a tenant, hoping that he will become the 
counsellor to couples who get into trouble, quarrel and find them- 
selves seeking divorce as the only way out. 

“We want to have someone on hand they can go to, at the mo- 
ment they need him, and seek help. We don’t want them to sleep 
over their worries and decide they aren’t worth solving...” 

They are planning a newssheet, not to discuss world issues unless 
they have pertinence and need to be discussed, but to acquaint one 
neighbog with another, to provide opportunities to exchange help 
and = pment. 

“If a new baby is coming along, we'd like to see some fam- 
ily offer a baby bed or a play pen their youngster has out- 
grown. If a family needs a hand, we'd like to see it offered 
by the neighbors. 

There is a playground at Holmes Street Apartments, and Wein- 
stein and the others do pot wish it to become a battleground, j. g. 
They hope the mothers with kindness in their hearts and some un- 
derstanding of child psychology will work out play and games that 
develop all the youngsters into confident grownups. 

“We'd like adult play, too,” Weinstein says. “We'd love it 

if parents played with their children as often as possible.” 

By next Aug. 12, the place should be filled, and if it is, there 
will be a dedication service, a kind of festival to celebrate the good 
life in America, and to count blessings. 

Weinstein has held out for Aug. 12, because that was his real 
New Year, in 1945, when he was released from his punishment as 
a coolie laborer in a Japanese prison.camp at Omori. 

“It was my Freedom Day,” he says now, “and I want to be 
eve. grateful for it.” 

He has hopes for a Bataan scholarship, to be awarded a worthy 
boy or girl ready for college, to be taken from the earnings of the 
pre oct, again in gratitude for uncounted blessings. 

The Weinsteins lost a baby, adopted two brothers, Ronny, ‘ 
and Mac, 6, and are now awaiting a new sister or brother for the 
boys. Their "house, a smallish one whose lawn bore the sign “Carabo 
Wallow” before the grass had taken root after it was built, may ex- 
pand to welcome several more.

Up along Chicago’s North 
Shore lives a very patrician 
Scotch family. Their delightful 
burr, their fine mannerisms and 
their wonderful food remains 
unchanged even though they 
have lived in the States for 
years. ! 

The mother is a truly fine 
cook. She was one of the first 
dietitians in Scotland so under- 
stands the techniques of cook- 
ing. Years ago she gave me 
this old, old recipe for a Scot- 
tish sweetbread called Oaten 
Bread. I think it is one of the 
best-tasting, best-looking quick 
breads I have ever eaten. Per- 
haps I like it too because it is 
so versatile. Serve it as the 
bread for dinner, toast it for 
breakfast, or use’it with a cream 
cheese filling for tea sandwich- 
es or in the lunch box. 


SCOTCH OATEN BREAD 


2 cups sifted all-purpose fiour 

‘2 Cup sugar 
2'2 teaspoons ane powder 

‘2 teaspoon 

1 cup panes ae 
14 Cups buttermilk or sour milk 

2 tablespoons melted fat 

1 cup diced, drained cooked prunes 
Ve cup chopped nut meats 


Sift together flour, sugar, 
baking powder, soda and salt. 
Add rolled oats and mix thor- 
oughly. Combine buttermilk 
with slightly cooled fat. (To 
make sweet milk sour, add one 
tablespoon of vinegar to 1% 
cups of sweet milk.) Add to the 
flour mixture with prunes and 
nuts, stirring just enough to 
moisten the dry ingredients. 
(Batter should be lumpy.) Pour 
into well-greased loaf pan, 9x5x3 
inches. Place extra slivers of 
prunes and chopped nuts on 
top. Bake in a moderate oven 
(350 degrees) for 1% hours or 
until done. Turn out on rack 
to cool.
